2, In order to confirm L552S protein expression !in various normal lung and 

lung cancor tissues, immunohistochemistry (IHC) analysis was performed using an

affinity purified L552S polyclonal antibody. Specifically, tissue samples were fixed in a 
formalin solution for 12-24 hrs and embedded in paraffin 'before being sliced into 8 
micron sections. Steam heat induced epitope retrieval (SEDER) in 0.1 M $odium citrate 
buffer (pfl 6.0) was used for optimal staining conditions. Sections were incubated with 
10% serum/PBS for 5 minutes. Primary antibody was added to each section for 25
